Follow  up  sunset  and  Virgil: 

Upon  arrival  we  encountered  3  individuals  about  a  half  city  block  apart.  2  individuals  declined  to  speak  to  us.  The  3rd  individual 
talked  to  us  but  was  slightly  apprehensive.  He  declined  shelter  today  but  asked  if  we  can  check  in  on  him  next  week  in  case  he 
changes  his  mind.  We  provided  a  business  card  and  provided  water  and  resource  list. 

Santa  Monica  and  Vermont:  this  location  was  a  single  person  encampment.  The  deceased  had  a  lot  of  belongings  left  at  location. 
Possibly  needs  to  have  CSLA  to  respond.

At  approx.  0700  the  PR  observed 
the  deceased  unresponsive.  There  are  so  signs  of  foul  play.  NOE  Homicide  Detective  and  LA  County  Coroner  contacted.  Initial 
Coroner's  observation  noted  no  external  signs  of  foul  play. 

0830  HOURS  VERMONT  &  SANTA  MONICA  BL  AMBULANCE  DEATH  INV  INC# 

1125.  11A37  met  with  the  LAFD  who  received  the  call  as  well  as  An  unknown  PR  observed  the  deceased  (female  Hisp,  60's)  and 

attempted  CPR.  The  deceased  had  been  sleeping  on  an  adjacent  bus  bench.  LAFD  immediately  recognized  the  deceased  had  been  dead  for  a 
few  hours,  at  least.  There  were  no  signs  of  trauma  or  foul  play.  NOE  Homicide  Detective  and  LA  County  Coroner  contacted.  LA  County 
Coroner's  initial  observation  noted  no  external  signs  of  foul  play.
